| Twenty-Four Hours in Lindbergh Search | 


Desolation settled upon the-Lindbergh home in the hills of New 
Jersey today as the third day of the absence of little Charles Au- 
gustus Jr. dawned bringing but one worthwhile clue upon which 
hope for the child’s recovery could be pinned. 

A note~believed to be from the actual kidnapers was received 
late Thursday. Its contents were carefully guarded. A note, from 
Boston, purporting to give the whereabouts of the kidnapers, was dis- 
covered to have been dictated by a medium. Another, from New 
Jersey, and a third, from Auburn, N. Y., lacked authenticating par- 
ticulars. They were believed to be the work of cranks. 

Colonel Lindbergh refused to request police to abandon their 
efforts, although he has offered to pay any ransom with no questions 
asked. 

Hundreds of clues were run down to heart-breaking blank walls. 

Every agency of science was employed. Radio appeals, deScrip- 
tions and formulas for food for the baby were. broadcast. Tele- 
vision was employed to broadcast pictures of the child. Trans- 
atlantic telephonic records of the butler and maid were brought from 
Scotland Yard. . | 

A man who telephoned Colonel Lindbergh was being held. 

The wife of the) commonwealth attorney of Chesterfield county 
(Richmond), Virginia, reported that a car containing a man, woman 
and child stopped at her home and asked for lodgings. She said the 
car bore the license number 3-L-97-NY, one of the three cars ion 
sought in connection with the kidnaping. 

A man who said he overheard two of his neighbors plotting to 
kidnap the child was held and more than 350 pefsons were ques- 
tioned Thursday. 

Cars containing two men and a woman and child were stopped 
in many localities but nothing came of it. 

Police were on 12-hour shifts throughout the east. Even the 
coast guard was pressed into service to search for a suspected rum- 
running launch upon which a baby had been heard to cry. 

Pat Crowe, who kidnaped Eddie Cudahy, told the police +he 
chances were that the baby was being secreted within 60 miles of the 
Sourhi ls: home of the Lindberghs.

Day’s Developments in Sino-Jap Conflict

After 35 days of warfare the order to cease firing went up and 
down the whole Shanghai battlefront today from both the Japanese 
and Chinese commands. 

The Japanese, successful in pushing the Chinese troops well 
out of the 124-mile zone around Shanghai, were consolidating their 
positions in order to present an unbroken front. 

‘ There was no formal armistice, but each side had orders not to 
resume hostilities unless the enemy attacked. 

The Japanese announced that since the opening of the major 
offensive Tuesday their losses were 700 killed or wounded. They 
reported finding 3,000 Chinese dead in their advance and estimated 
the Chinese losses at 10,000.

The eating of an apple has been an interesting avocation since Adam 
fand Eve put romance into the idea. However, few of us stop to recall 
»the many times that the apple is mentioned in ancient ‘mythology, folk- 
‘lore and the help the humble apple has been to our scientists. 

Sir Isaac Newton, sitting under an apple ‘tree blowing bubbles and 
concentrating on the ‘wonders of the universe, was impressed by fact 
that the apples always fell down instead of up. From this idea he finally 
discovered the’ laws of gravity. 

There is a more arcient tale of mythology of Hercules persuading 
Atlas to allow him to hold.the earth: on his shoulders so thaf hg might 
send Atlas to the Hesperides in search of the golden apples. 

At the first beauty contest on record—a feast of the gods—a golden 
apple was tossed down inscribed “To the Fairest,’’ and the expected dis- 
pute followed among the females of the exalted kingdom, as to 
whom it belonged to. Again, we have the story of Atalanta’s long run and 
of her finally falling in love because she paused in her flight to capture 
the three golden apples. 

In the more modern times, William Tell gained his freedom and ulti- 
mately the freedom of Switzerland, by shooting the apple from the head 
of his little son. Thus, the unpretentious apple, during its long existence 
throughout the world’s history, has stood for power, -freedom, beauty, 
strength and love. 

Today, with the modern business methods of production and storage, 
the apple is available for table or mid-meal lunch consumption 12 months 
in the year, There are many states,which contribute to our apple appe- 
tites, but no matter how hard we try, we just can’t beat a Georgia apple. 

Apples add variety and f'avor to the diet, either served raw or cooked 
A very old 
and favorite dish for southern people is the fried apple. You simply core 
the apple—many prefer to leave the core in—and cut the apple in slices 
about half an inch thick. Saute until soft and brown, drain and sprinkle 
with sugar. Fried apples may be served with bacon, sausage or frizzled 
beef. as a breakfast dish, or they may garnish a roast.

Ex-Racket Lord  Lan- 
guishes in Jail Pining 
To Begin Pen Term.

CHICAGO. March 3.—(UP)—AI- 
phonse (Scarface Al) Capone claims 
he is an ex-gangster—in spite of him- 
self. 

“They've got licked,” he 
mented today. like 
through.” 

He was in cell D-5 at the Cook 
county jail., He has been there since 
last Octobe®. when Federal Judge 
James H. Wilkerson sentenced him to 
11 years’ imprisonment for income tax 
fraud. His appeal to the circuit court 
has been denied and he believes an- 
other appeal.to the United States su- 
preme court will be a hopeless ges- 
ture. 

“I want to go to prison now and 
get started on that 11 years,” he 
said. “I’ve been here five months 
now and it doesn’t count. They can’t 
take me to Leavenworth or Atlanta 
any too soon to suit me. Eleven years 
is a long time when you're behind the 
bars.” 

At Washington, the justice depart- 
ment was studying the question of a 
prison for Capone. 

Capone was a far different figure 
from the swaggering fat man who 
used to run the midwest liquor syn- 
dicate without fear of reprisal, who 
gave parties for politicians, who al- 
Ways wore a rose in his lapel. 

He’s a fatter man now, creased 
with layers of flesh brought on_ by 
his sustained inactivity in jail. His 
clothes are nondescript; a rumpled 
pair of trousers, a dirty white shirt, 
a ragged green sweater. The scar of 
a half-forgotten “knifing”’ is livid on 
his left cheek; the jail maintains no 
expert barber to disguise it with 
creams and powders. 

As for running his crime ring from 
behind the jail walls, Captne_ said 
such reports were outrageous. What 
about other rumors that he had been 
in and out of the jail almost at will, 
he was asked. What about the stories 
that his underworld. cohorts were 
planning to spirit him’ away?

It is a beautiful piece of idealism, 
but idealism is attained through a 
slow and té@dious process of human 
experience. 

“As it is, and has been, it is breed- 
ing disrespect and destroying charac- 
ter. I hold that it is immagal to vio- 
late wilfully and knowingl¥ any law, 
and these people, the drys, are de- 
stroying the morals of our people. 
Whenever this is realized the people 
will solve the problem—as they would 
if they ance cemsidered it seriously 
overnight. 

“Let the government,” the Atlanta 
mayor urged, “create a monopoly and 
put the profits in the public treasury. 
That would put both the bootleggeér 
@md the Anti-Saloon League out of 
existence.” 

The mayor then welcomed the bat- 
tery of 25 crusaders for prohibition 
reform to Atlanta. 

Grave Situation Confronted. 

Mrs. Van Rensselaer asserted that 
it was not until after the illegal traf- 
fic had become highly organized that 
women began to realize that prohibi- 
tion had failed disastrously and that 
they were confronted with a very 
grave situation. : 

“Ever since the passage of the eight- 
eenth amendment,” she said, “women 
have been credited with national pro- 
hibition. In fact, until three years 
ago, it seemed to be the generally ac- 
cepted theory, especially among candi- 
dates for publie office, that no matter 
how men felt about prohibition, wom- 
en were for it. The fact that the 
nineteenth amendment—the women’s 
suffrage amendment—came after the 
passage of the eighteenth amendment 
made no difference.” 

The work preliminary to the organ- 
ization of the women’s reform group 
was discussed by Mrs. Van Rensse- 
She then turned to some of the 
stock arguments of the prohibitionists. 

“They claimed,” she said, “that 
whether or not prohibition was a 
moral success, there was lo question 
but that it was an economic success 
and on that ground alone must be 
continued. 

‘Prosperity” Argument Lost. 
“The unfortunate industrial depreg- 
sion ard the serious economic situa- 
tion,” she continued, “have completely 
robbed them of their prosperity argu- 
ment. The alarming crime wave, 
which has been piling up to unprece- 
dented height, is an ominous refuta- 
tion of the prohibitionists’ promise 
that prisons would be emptied, and the 
inéreasing repudiation of national pro- 
hibition by women, indicated in the 
rapid growth of the women’s organi- 
zation for national prohibition reform, 
has taken away their claim that wom- 
en want to continue national prohibi- 
tion.” 

Of her organization she said: 

“It is non-partisan and non-sec- 
tarian; all groups: and political faiths 
are represented in its . membership. 
Women of all walks of li ave united 
in this organization for the purpose 
of abolishing an evil which endangers 
the home, the school and our very gov- 
ernment itself. They are determined 
to let no difference of opinion stand 
in the way of its accomplishment.” 

“Dry Psychology” Discussed. 

Discussing the situation as it ef- 
fects New York city, with its thou- 
— of speakeasies, Mrs. Mather 
said: 

“With things such as these not onl 
existing but multiplying, the psychol- 
ogy of the drys is interesting indeed. 
They shut their eyes to and deny the 
existence of evils at@nding prohibi- 
tion and camouflage their (shall we 
say) blindness by a cry which is ris- 
ing on all sides, namely, that anyone 
who has the temerity to disagree 
with them as to the workings of this 
law is unpatriotic. ; 

“Their definition of patriotism | 
seems to me as far from the point as 
is their idea of temperance. It is their 
law and they like it. It was passed, 
as you all know, during a time of 
well-night war hysteria when 2,000,- 
000 men were in France. With the 
expenditure of vast sums of money 
and the threatening club of political 
oblivion and a wrecked litical ca- 
reer, what legislator would have dared 
do otherwise than vote ‘yes’ on this 
issue ?”’ 

‘Fhe advocates of the eighteenth 
amendment,” she said, “have stuck 
their heads, like an ostrich, into the 
sands of bigotry and have refused to 
take their heads out to see what is 
happening. Is this patriotism or is it 
not? Can patriotism really be based 
on hypocrisy rather than honesty, on 
a blindness and disregard of facts, or 
on a fearless and courageous ac- 
knowledgement of a calamitous mis- 
ge 4 with a definite desire to recti- 
y it. 

Recall Effort Rapped. 

Referring to Mayor Key, she said: 

For example, last May, your 
‘Mayor James L. Key, elected for his 
scrupulous integrity and his ability 
to insure good government to the 
citizens of Atlanta, expressed himself. 
Facing honestly the harm it was do- 
ing to the youth of the country he 
said that liquor had not been abol- 
ished and that something should be 
done to convert prohibition into a 
rational institution. The advocates 
of the eighteenth amendment, forget- 
ting entirely his qualifications as 
mayor and as a man, tried to initiate 
a recall movement—all because he had 
an opinion and the courage to fear- 
lessly express it? Was this recall 
movement made under the name of 
patriotism ?”

be done about the Japanese aggres- 
sion in Manchuria, many observers 
developed the notion that there ex- 
isted a secret understanding between 
France and Japan. And while the 
French government has in no way 
shown its hand in this matter, it is 
significant that the most influential 
newspapers in Paris, among them the 
official government paper Le Temps, 
have consistently defended the Japa- 
nese position. 

Everybody knows, of course, that 
the Paris press can be bought. Rus- 
sia bought it prior to 1914 to pre- 
pare for the World War. 
may be true today. As a matter of 
fact, there can be little doubt about 
it. There can be no doubt about it 
either that subsidizing the Parisian 
press at this moment must cost Japan 
nearly as much as the military ex- 
penditures in China. 

Le Temps may be excepted because 
of its official position, although it 
was not excepted in the past, as was 
shown at a sensational court trial 
after the war. At any rate Le Temps 
has not a word of blame for the 
Japanese when they go bombarding 
defenseless villages and massacreing 
hundreds of thousands of innocent 
people without so much as a declara- 
tion of war. The official French pa- 
per states that “Japan is acting 
strictly within the well-defined limits 
set by the treaties.” 

Another great newspaper says that 
Japan has been goaded irfo the at- 
tack on China by the “provocations of 
the League of Nations.” The aver- 
age Frenchman thinks that a real war 
in the Far East may mean good busi- 
ness, as France could supply both 
with armament and munitions. This 
view may not be strange te the fact 
that Le Temps represents also the 
heavy armament industry, the so- 
called “Comite des Forges.” And 
then there is this: A paper called Re-

in the least if there should 
complications between Japan and the 
United States. 

The situation may be summed up 
like this, whether there is a formal 
understanding or not, France is back- 
ing Japan.

Twenty-one candidates seeking the 
seven contested posts in the Fulton 
county primary Thursday night at 
five mien repeated their bids for 
votes in the Fulton county primary as

A. “Bill” Lynn, one of the candidates 
for commissioner, recommended him 
“for his character, honesty and abili- 
ty” and called on voters to give him 
one of the votes for that post.

Forlorn Picture 
Of Emptiness 


HOPEWELL, N. J., March 3.— 
(P)—The home of Colonel Charles A. 
Lindbergh, yesterday the scene of 
much milling and bustling about, to- 
day presented a forlorn picture of 
emptiness and despair. 

A group of state troopers, silent and 
motionless, stood at the gate.

Anne Morrow Lindbergh, bereft of 
her father by death a few months ago 
and now of her baby boy by kidnapers, 
was bearing up remarkably well, vis- 
itors said.

Colonel Lindbergh was beginning to 
show the strain.

of assignments, made Princeton always a dramatic but uncertain quantity. 

Year after year the inspirational spark lit up Nassau’s firmament, but 


there never was the assurance that 


spectacular underdog that the gridiron had ever seen. 


ever made such a profit out of it. 


What sets the Princeton problenre 


apart is that t most popular excuses 
for tobogganing football fortunes do 
not.apply in the Nassau jungle. It 
is true that the number of potential 
football players is smaller at Prince- 
ton, but it cin be debated whether 
the quality of athletic material re- 
porting to the Tiger coach is, man 
for man, lowex than it is at Yale or 
Harvard.

Earnings 
were equal to $9.05 a share against 
$10.44 in 1930, but were figured on 
the basis of 18, 419,461 shares com- 
p..red with 15,856,633, the average 
number outstanding in the previous 
year. 

Curtailment of expenses and a re- 
duction in interest charges were re- 
sponsible for the gain in net income, 
which totaled $166,666,533 against 
$165,544,707 in 1930 and $166,190,- 
000 in 1929, the previous record. 


On the basis of reports for the first 
nine months of 1931, net income in 
the fourth quarter amounted to $38,- 
210,218, or $2.05 a share, which was 
20 cents less than was needed for the 
dividend. 


The Bell System’s total assets, 
which just topped $5,000,000,000 in 
193 , rose approximately $24,000,000 
to $5,024,335,551.
